The 1969 U. High Football team compiled one of 
the most impressive records in the history of the 
school. The Pioneers won their first seven games 
before losing to Normal Community, and then 
bounced back to take a victory in their final game 
and finished with an 8-1 record. 

Several team and individual honors were won dur¬ 
ing the season. A three way tie occurred in the Corn 
Belt Conference with U. High, Clinton, and Normal 
ending up on top. The Pioneers also took second 
in the Intercity. Pat Dennis, Selby Hubbard, and Bob 
Scott were selected for both offense and defense on 
the Corn Belt all-star squad. Mike Macesich and Mark 
Murphy joined them on the offensive team. Scott 
made both squads of the Intercity dream team. Bruce 
Kasch, Andre Sorrell, and Macesich rated offensive 
honors, while Steve Wolfe, Dennis, and Hubbard 
made the defense team. Macesich and Sorrell received 
honorable mention all-state from the CHICAGO 
DAILY NEWS. Dennis, Hubbard, and Murphy also 
received honorable mention on the ILLINOIS PREP 
SPORTS SPECIAL’S all-state team.

The 1969-70 Cross Country team was blessed with 
the services of five returning lettermen: John Gil¬ 
more, Greg Goyen, Timm Winterroth, Don Miller, 
and Bruce Bell. 

The U.H.S. District meet saw the Pioneers run 
away with second place and advance to the Sectional 
meet at Champaign. There they placed fifth, missing a 
berth at the state meet by a slim seven points. Senior 
Greg Goyen led the team in winning the Corn Belt 
title at the I.S.U. golf course. The team scored a 
record low of 33 points. 

Outstanding performances were turned in by John 
Gilmore, Greg Goyen, and Bruce Bell. Goyen was 
Corn Belt champion, finishing 4th in the District 
meet and 14th at the Sectional meet. His best 
time was 14:35 for 2.75 miles. John Gilmore placed 
3rd in CBC, 7th in the District, and 16th at the 
Sectional meet. Junior Bruce Bell finished 4th in CBC, 
9th in the District meet, and 18th in the Sectional.

The Pioneers captured 3rd place at the Central Illinois 
Indoor track meet in Champaign as Bruce Kasch, Dean 
Cooper, Dave Braden, and Bruce Bell combined to break 
the medley relay record. The squad ran a 4:37.5 eclipsing 
the old record by one-tenth of a second.
